PRESTONSBURG,  KY.  -  JUNE  -6-7,  1994

\  REGtUXR  MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  NSCA,  Inc.  was  held  at 
12:00  noon,  Friday,  May  6,  1994,  at  the  Jenny  Wiley  State  Park,  Prestonsburg,  Ky.  The 
following  members  were  present  and  constituted  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business:  President  John  J.  Podgurski,  Vi c«- Presidents  Claude  Travis  and  William  C. 
Stump,  General  Counsel  Steve  (  awood,  resigning  Secretary/Treasurer  And  Editor 
Walter  Caldwell,  Past  Presidents  Mark  Ballard,  Crawford  Blakeman,  Harold  Snodgress, 

R.  R.  Tippy,  and  Bill  Williams.  Also  present,  but  not  voting,  were  appointee  for 
Treasurer,  Elesa  Ballard,  appointee  for  Secretary,  Lois  Smith,  and  appointee  for  Vice- 
President  James  W.  Thompson. 

President  Podgurski  announced  the  resignations  of  the  Secretary/Treasurer, 
and  Editor,  Walter  Caldwell,  and  Vice-President  Elwood  Mapels.  He  also  announced 
the  appointments  of  Elesa  Ballard,  Lois  Smith,  and  James  W.  Thompson.  He  also 
announced  the  ratification  of  the  first  and  second  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  on  March  7,  1994,  and  May  1,  1994. 

The  Executive  Committee  passed  the  final  revisions  to  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws:  ARTICLE  III,  Section  B:  Word  change;  ARTICLE  III,  Section  D:,  Sub-Section  2, 
paragraph  A:  word  change;  ARTICLE  IV.  Section  C,;  ARTICLE  V,  word  change. 

President  Podgurski  appointed  William  C.  Stump  as  Interim  Editor,  and  he  Mill 
publish  the  revised  Constitution  and  By-Laws  In  the  next  Issue  of  SCRiP  TALK  for 
approval  by  the  membership. 

The  Catolog  Committee  Charlman  made  his  report.  Funds  In  Catalogue  account 
Is  $7,520.44,  and  all  expenses  paid  to  date.  The  lumber  booh  Is  progressing  to  158 
pages  covering  seven  states  complete.  The  coal  tohen  booh  Is  to  be  complete  by 
January,  and  worh  will  begin  on  the  WV  Edition.  He  reported  that  he  had  received  28 
mall  bids  on  94  ol  the  1 12  lots  for  the  Floor  Auction. 

Walter  Caldwell  distributed  copies  of  his  Annual  Financial  statement,  which 
Indicated  $14,587.51  In  the  banh  as  ol  May  1,  1994. 

The  Membership  Committee  Chairman,  Claude  Travis,  reported  that  approximately 
400  names  were  on  the  current  membership  list.  Applications  for  membership 
submitted  before  the  December  5,  1993,  Grayson,  Ky.,  meeting  were  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  lor  approval.  The  numbers  were  1631  through  1663.  All  were 
approved  with  the  exception  ol  number  1642.  Since  December,  applications  for 
membership  lor  numbers  1664  through  1678  have  been  received. 

Motion  to  accept  all  committee  reports  was  made  and  was  carried  by  unanimous 

vote. 

President  Podgurski  unveiled  a  new  logo  for  NSCA,  Inc.,  which  was  approved  by 
the  Executive  Committee.  Motion  to  print  and  distribute  a  current  membership  list  and 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  upon  ratlllrotlon  passed  by  unanimous  vote.

In  1903,  on  the  fork  of  Buffalo  Creek,  located  in  Clay  County,  West  Virginia,  a 
young  and  determined  man  by  the  name  of  Joseph  G.  Bradley  left  his  mark  in  the 
early  history  of  coal  and  lumber  production  in  West  Virginia.  He  was  described 
as  a  tali,  lean,  and  all  around  dignified  gentleman.  The  following  is  a  brief 
historical  insight  into  his  iife  and  accompiishments. 

In  1903,  Joseph  G.  Bradley  was  twenty-two  years  old.  He  entered  the 
business  world  by  organizing  the  Elk  River  Coal  &  Lumber  Company.  He 
established  his  business  on  a  tract  of  land  that  comprised  102,000  acres, 
located  in  Clay  County,  WV.  It  was  a  Land  Grant  that  was  awarded  to  his 
grandfather  in  1 880  by  the  L).  S.  Government. 

In  1904,  Joseph  G.  Bradley  was  granted  a  charter  to  establish  a  railroad  to 
run  from  Dundon,  WV  to  Huttonsville,  WV.  Huttonsville,  was  located  in  Randolph 
County,  104  miles  to  the  East  of  Dundon.  The  name  of  this  operation  was  the 
Buffalo  Creek  and  Gauley  Railroad.  Mr.  Bradley  lived  approximately  60%  of  the 
time  in  a  large  home  located  in  Dundon.  He  had  no  company  store  or  other 
company  facilities  located  in  Dundon. 

When  the  tracts  were  finally  laid,  Bradley  constructed  only  eighteen  miles  of 
tract  which  ended  at  Widen,  WV.  In  1905,  he  established  the  Elk  River  Coal  and 
Lumber  Company.  He  opened  a  deep  mine  and  tipple.  The  mine  was  named  the 
Rich  Run  Mine.  To  support  his  new  operation,  he  constructed  a  self-sufficient 
coal  mining  community  complete  with  housing  facilities  for  the  employees,  a 
school,  church,  lodge  hall,  company  commissary,  and  a  WMCA.  He  also 
purchased  a  rail  bus  to  provide  transportation  from  Widen  to  the  more 
prosperous  community  of  Dundon. 

In  the  first  decide  of  operation,  the  company  mined  500,000  tons  of  c<oal. 
The  mine  operated  from  this  location  for  over  forty  years.  They  opened  another 
entry  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  mountain  and  continued  to  mine  coal  until  the 
early  1960's. 

As  the  years  passed,  the  Buffalo  Creek  and  Gauley  Railroad  purchased  the 
very  best  railroad  equipment  available.  Their  home  base  was  located  at  Dundon, 
WV,  which  also  served  as  the  main  line  for  the  Pittsburgh  and  West  Virginia 
Railroad,  forerunner  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad.  Dundon  was  the  main 
rail  terminal  for  the  area.  The  B&O  RR  had  a  large  machine  shop,  water  tower, 
engine  repair  facility,  and  yard. 
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In  1918,  Joseph  G.  Bradley  expanded  his  operations  when  he  established  a 
lar^e  lumber  mill  at  Swandale,  WV.,  located  approximately  halfway  between 
Dundon  and  Widen.  He  expanded  his  railroad  and  added  approximately  fifteen 
additionai  miles  of  tract.  By  1920,  he  again  expanded  his  business  enterprises 
and  formed  the  Suncrest  Dairy,  going  into  the  dairy  business.  By  the  end  of 
1920,  "Biack  Gold"  was  carried  to  market  in  900  coal  hoppers  marked  with  the 
logo  of  the  Buffalo  Creek  and  Gauley  Railroad. 

During  the  early  1 920's,  the  tlHWA  was  organizing  throughout  the  coal  fields 
of  America.  Bradley,  like  most  of  the  coal  operators  of  the  day,  was  a  staunch 
anti-union  man  and  rejected  the  union's  attempts  at  organizing  his  operations. 
However,  he  was  widely  known  for  treating  his  employees  good  and  paying  them 
above  the  average  wage  and  had  minimal  support  from  his  employees  for  the 
union,  and  his  operations  remained  non-union  until  they  ceased  operation  in 
1963. 

At  this  point  I  need  to  address  the  company  scrip  used  by  the  Elk  River  Coal 
and  Lumber  Companies.  First,  the  only  lumber  company  scrip  produced  and 
used  was  for  the  Swandale,  WV  operation.  The  only  coal  company  scrip  from  this 
company  was  produced  for  the  Widen,  WV  operation.  A  set  exists  from  the  one 
dollar  to  the  one  cent,  with  two  variations  of  the  one  cent  tokens.  By  the  way,  I 
need  both  one  cent  tokens  for  my  collections.  The  Edhin's  Catalogue  of  Coal 
Company  Scrip  has  the  scrip  listed  under  the  town  of  Dundon,  WV.  This  is  in 
error,  and  the  correct  listing  will  be  made  in  the  upcoming  3rd  Edition  of  Edhin’s 
Catalogue, 

On  December  31,  1963,  sixty  years  of  coal  and  lumber  production  came  to 
an  end.  The  Elk  River  Coal  &  Lumber  company  shipped  their  last  ton  of  coal  and 
the  company  scrip  became  part  of  history.  That  was  the  way  it  was.
